cleared up during tho morning, and in tha 
nltornoon was fluo. Extonsivo proparations 
had boon rnado for its colobratioii, and many 


. people 1'rora surrounding to«m were in tho 
j city to tako part in the oxorcisos. Many o! 
! tho business houses closed at noon and tho 


streets presented »• holiday appoaruuco. 


The feature o£ tho day was tho parndo of 


police, veterans, militia, flromon and secret 
sociotios. It formed at 2 o'clock, and trav- 
ersed tho principal streets in tho business 
part oC tho city to batttry D armory. At 
tho Exposition building Gen. Pitz-Shnons, 
commanding tho parado, reviewed tho pro- 
cession in company with bis staftt 


The procession coaiprisod over 2,ODU men. 


and was in all respects a flna display. On 
reaching battoiy D armory tho veterans 
alone marched into the hall,where addresses 
wore delivered by Gen. Julius Whito, Qon. E, 
W. Smith, Stephen A. Douglas, Jr., and oth- 
er.-, 
A resolution was passed declaring that 


the state Ingislataro should pass tho bill now 
before it appropriating $200,000 for a borne 
for sick and disabled soldiers. 


An interesting feature oE tho services at 


tho armory was tho speech of Stephen A. 
Douglas, ion of the dond statesman. In tho 
course of his remarks ha said: 


I wonder at tho choico your committee 


made in selecting mo for your speaker' to- 
day. It seem to ma a Logan, or a Sherman, 
or a Vilas should stand hero to-day—some 
one who touched elbows on tho fleld with 
your dead. But, parhaps, after all, tho

class, 


You soldiers owo no gratitude to your doad 
comrades; you fought as thoy fought, and 
bore your burden or tho battle as they bora 
theirs. But thojo who, like myself, wore 
boys whon those heroes fell, do owo grati- 
tude. \Vo who know no swords but as play- 
things claim tho right to feel grateful. 1'hojo 
horoBS do not belong to you, their comrades 
—they belong to us, for whom they fought, 
to tho country, to humanity. To llnd amodel 
for your child you may search the pages of 
the world's history and nowhere will you 
find a more manly man, a truer gentleman, 
a bettor. Christian, than among our soldier 
heroes, I have said a bettor Christian, ladies 
and gentlemen. I believe within tho portals 
of eternal bliss will bo found ouch fallen 
soldier. Tho Christian Is ho who does his 
duty, and I would bo willing to take my 
chances at tho last general muster with tho 
man who died for men. 
Among those 


patriots now with God Ls ono whom wo 
should all remember. I wish now to person- 
ally lay upon his grave the slight offering of 
my affection. 
Ho diod not in tho flold of 


bottle, but surrounded by bis friends. I was 
thon a child, and whon ho laid his hand 
upon my head itj lay thoro so gently. And 
wnon bo looked into my oyos bo spoke pleas- 
ant words of my dead father, whom ho hod 
known long." 


Tho audience hero applauded warmly, and 


tho orntor feelingly said: "To a son your 
kind greeting is very grateful." And whon 
ho spoke of the death ot Tjlncoln, who died 
for his country as much as over did hero in 
in battle, and that "God never mado a bettor 
man than Abraham Lincoln," the audience 
was nearly beside itself with enthusiasm. 
And also when bo spoke of Grant, "whom 
wo all love now that tho light of God's 
eternal lovo begins to shine upon his face, 
and wo know h:m hotter, ho belongs not to 
this party nor to that, but to all of tho 
people," the cheers were loud and long. "But 
if wo must lose him," continued the orator, 
"ho shall bo placed in that groat triumvirate 
of American heroes, whom all tho world 
cannot oqual—Washington, Lincoln and 
Grant" 


At Calvary cemetery tho chiof event of 


tho day was the dedication of the monu- 
ment over tho grave of Col. James A Mul- 
ligan, tho gallant leader of tho Twenty- 
third rocimont Illinois voluntoei-s, who mot 
a soldier's fate on. tbo flold of Koarnstown, 
Va., in ISM. Tho ceremonies attending tho 
dedication woro witnessed by over a thou- 
sand people from Chicago and vicinity, in 
addition to the relatives of tho deceased and 
the survivors of Col, Mulligan's regiment, 


Tho monument, a tall and gracoful'gran- 


itc shaft, was separated from tho platform 
only by a broad gravel walk. It was veiled 
with tho stars and stripos, and decorated 
with a garland of evergreens and bright 
flowers wound spirally around tho column 
from tho top to tho baso. Tha base of tho 
monument is nine foot square, and rises in 
three receding stages, surmounted by tho 
hlghls'-polished stone on wblch the inscrip- 
tions are wrought. On ono ot tho four sides 
in the logend: "In moinory of Jamo; A. 
Mulligan,

All tho cemeteries In tho vicinity-of tho 


city woro visited by large throngs o( people 
and tho graves of tho heroic dead profusely 
strewn with flowors.

become an established and highly hon- 
ored custom in this republic. It is a sol- 
emn duty .imposed upon all members ot 
the Grand Army organization. 13j this 
token we express in the most f. rcible 
mansor our respect tor our drparted 
comrades—our lovo for our country—our 
devotion and fidelity to the fundamental 
principles which nndcrly our govern- 
ment—and the flag which is its symbol. 


By this token we do more. la strew- 


ing those flowers, emblems ot immortal 
life and beauty, upon the honored graves 
of men who, for upwards of a quarter o£ 
a century, have occupied in dreamless 
slumber, this quiet city of tho dead, we 
not only express our common sympathy 
with their friends and relatives, but wo 
testify to our belief in self government. 


We make our annual march in every 


decreasing platoons, against this impreg- 
nable fortress ot death, not m the vain 
hope ol regaining any ot our captured 
comrades, but as a tribute to their hero- 
ism.Wo beet the muffled drum—wo reverse 
arms and bear upon our breasts the 
badge and motto of grief; we flro tbo 
prescribed salute, not only in memory of 
those who fell in the bitter strife, but as a 
pledge and a promise to their children, 
that we will protect, with cur lives, if 
need be, this government, which they 
died to save.

ot man under tfao'law are becoming the 
undisputed theories' of all people, be- 
cause in tbe hour of our nation's greatest 
peril at a time -when the great doctrines 
ot human rights were in jeopardy, there 
was not wanting men equal to the great 
occasion. We cannot • forget them so 
long as th'o stars ot heaven shine npon 
our national symbols, so long as bravery 
is bettor than .cowardice—so long Ba he- 
roic self-saorifioe is nobler than cringing 
selfishness—so long'as tho great republic 
continues to be bounded by tho two great 
oceans—so long must we remember its 
defenders.

The service, which in- 
cludes an address from the Post com- 
mander, a prayer by the chaplain, songs 
by tbe decorators und by the quartet, 
filing ol a salute by the guard ot honor, 
and covering tho grave with flowere, was 
carried out at both cemeteries, tho choir 
singing Pleyol's hymn,.and America with 
splendid effect. 


Tho decorating divisions, five in num- 


ber, then commenced the decoration .ot 
soldier's graves, and tho people dispersed 
some going to different parts of the cem- 
etery, and some starting for their homes. 
Many ot tho Sunday school children 
were present, the invitation of tbe Post 
being accepted in nearly every instance, 
but tho only ono to attend in 
a. body 


were the Catholic children, who ap- 
peared to good advantage, the little ones 
forming quite a contrast with the griz- 
zly veterans all around them. 


Quito a number of the business houses 


and residences in tbe city wore decorated 
and some stores were closed, but as a 
rulothe^doy was not universally ob- 
served. So serious accidents took place 
during the day, the only attempts at dis- 
aster being tho efforts of two or three 
horses in the line of march to climb 
fences, or to back into some other buggy. 
It is to be hoped that next year, some 
public provision will be made for tho ob- 
servance of the one day set apart in 1 bn- 
or ot our loyal dead, so that it will not .bo 
'eft entirely dependent upon the efforts 
of tho Grand Army boys. •

000 men who served in the war 011 tho 
Union side, there were comparatively 
few drafted men, the greater majority of 
them were inspired by. tho same' spirit 
whioh controlled their fathers in the 
memorable battles of Scotland, England, 
Ireland, [Germany and Norway. "Our 
country is in danger," was the inspiring 
cry under which old and young, native 
and foreign born rallied with a prompt 
determination wnioh no opposition conld 
defeat. Patriotism is tbe golden shining 
thought, the daring deed which glistens 
all along the better eras of the human 
race. 
It is the inspiring theme of pootry and
